FWIW, below are a few remarks on two books that may be of interest to 
our Boatanchor community. 


A few months ago I bought a recently published book, "Hijacking 
Enigma", by Christine Large. Mrs. Large is the director of the 
Bletchley Park Trust, and her book is her tale of the theft and later 
recovery of a four-rotor Enigma machine from the Bletchley collection. 
Last week I finally had the time to read it. The story of he hijacking, 
while interesting in itself, is intertwined with snippets of history 
from the history of the Enigma machine and the Ultra codebreaking 
operation during WW2. Although I've read several books on Enigma and 
Ultra, there was plenty of new information for me (a relative layman.) 
I was less enamoured of Mrs. Large's writing style. Chapters on the 
police operation to find the stolen Enigma are alternated with chapters 
on WW2 Enigma history. This effectively breaks the storyline up, and 
has led the author to repeat many facts several times over. There are 
only one or two references to the radio interecept part of the Ultra 
operation, which may disappoint the average boatanchor buff. Even so, I 
enjoyed reading the book. 


Another book that one of my colleagues found for me just a couple of 
weeks ago, promises to complement the above mentioned Enigma story. The 
book is entitled The Searchers - Radio Intercept in Two World Wars, and 
is written by Kenneth Macksey. I haven't read it yet, but it looks very 
interesting, also for radio hardware afficionados, with several 
references to and descriptions of the actual equipment in addition to 
the tales of the SIGINT operations. I'll post a brief review as soon as 
I've read the book.

Folks, 


I have recently added to the radio collection a Heath SB-310, the SWL 
version of the SB-301. I pretty much have it sorted, except that the 
crystal for the 15.0-15.5 MHz band won't oscillate in the radio. The 
circuit is an electron coupled oscillator using a 6AB4 UHF triode and 
operating on the 3rd overtone of this crystal. 


This band, and only this band, won't oscillate. The plate circuit 
seems to have a similar Q to the other bands, and the crystal 
oscillates happily at its fundamental in my counter with a crystal 
test socket on its front panel. I have tuned the plate tank to the 
correct frequency, and varied it wiht the crystal in the socket, but 
no joy. All soldering for this circuit is good-it was in general 
quite good in this radio-and I'm stumped.

I'm working on a battery-powered radio that was 
used by the Womens Airforce Service Pilots (WASPs) 
during WWII. I'll be using a regulator to drop 6 volts 


down to 1.5 volts for the receiver filaments. 

I want to install protection on the fil. string 

in case of regulator failure. 

1.8 and 2-volt zeners that still have leads on them 
don't appear to be available 

and I don't want to go any higher. 


Regular silicon power diodes don't conduct until 
they get approximately .6-.7 volts forward bias.

1.8-2.1 volts should be shunted to ground.
